GERMAN LEADERS

That Is the View Taken in 


Washington of the Latest 


Peace Proposal Made by 
Kaiser’s Government. 


ALL QUIBBLING BARRED 
BY THE UNITED STATES 


German Offer Will Get No 


Consideration Unless It 
Proves to Be an Unquali- 
fied Acceptance of Princi- 
ples Laid Down by Wilson. 


Washington, October 6.—Germanvy’s 
mewest peace offer—proposing an ar- 
mistice while President Wilson consid- 
ers and conveys to the allies a pro- 
posal on the basis of terms laid down 
by the president himself—had not 
reached Washington in official form 
tonight and there was, therefore, no 
authorized statement of how it was re- 
garded by the United States. 

Piainly, however, it was recognized 
eas the next step in the continuing ef- 
forts of the German stdtesmen to save 
something from the wreckage of their 
dream of world domination, the step 
which might be expected from a los- 
ing trader who makes his proposition, 
has it rejected and offers his next .best, 
each time coming nearer to the de- 
mands of his adversary, meanwhile en- 
deavoring to hold out in the hopes of 
getting the best terms he can. ‘ 

It hardly is taking a position in ad- 
vance of the American government to 
say that if the present proposition sig- 
nifies Germany's unqualified. accep- 
tance of the four principles of peace 
Jaid down by President Wilson in his 
Fourth of July speech at the tomb of 
Washington, it will be considered. If 
it does not; if it is an acceptance “in 
principle,” with saving diplomatic 
language pavink the way for quibbling 
around a council] table, it will not be 
considered. 

The Terms of the Allies. 


Those terms accepted by all the al- 
lies as their own, the president com- 
pressed into a_ single sentence: 

“Reign of law based upon the consent 
of the governed and sustained by the 
organized opinion of mankind.” 

They provided for the destruction or 
reduction to virtual impotence of any 
arbitrary power capable of disturbing 
the peace of the world; the settle- 
ment of every question on the basis 
of the interest of the people concerned 
and in effect a league of nations to 
enforce peace. 

If in the offer of Prince Maximilian, 
the new imperial chancellor, Germany 
js willing to accept these terms, and 
the remainder of the world is satis- 
fied that he speaks not alone but with 
the military masters of Germany in 
acquiescence, the next jogical step 
would be the withdrawal of every 
German from every foot of occupied 
territory. From that point the allies 
might begin to test the sincerity of 
Germany’s willingness to conform to 
the world-peace preserving program, 
, No one in Washington even as much 
as gives a thought to any proposal that 
the victorious troops of Great Britain, 
France, Italy and the United States 
should halt In an armistice while a 
“discussion” is conducted. There nfight 
be an armistice of the same nature as 
was given to Bulgaria, an armistice of 
unconditional surrender. 

When Austria proposed peace nego- 
tiation the official view was summed 
up this way: 

“Austria is breaking; That is the 
time to hit her hardest, not the time 
to talk peace.” 

There is nothing to indicate that the 
view has been changed. 


Acid Test for Teuton Offers. 

No one here doubts that sooner or 
later Germany is going to make a 
peace offer that may be worth consid- 
ering. None of the allies

FIGHT TO BE MADE 
ON POWER RATES 
IN NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, October 6.—Resolutions 
protesting against a proposed 30 per 
cent increase in gas and electric Hght- 
ing rates and a raise from 5 to 6 cents 
in street car fares and calling upon 
the governor and attorney general for 
“immediate action looking to the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the New Or- 
leans Railway and Light company” 
were adopted at a mass meeting here 
late today under the auspices of organ- 
ized labor officials. An appeal also 
will be issued for funds with which to 
fight the proposed increases in the 
courts. An advertising fund was over- 
subscribed within a few minutes. 

Today’s mass meeting was called 
after an ordinance granting the New 
Orleans Railway and Light company 
permission to increase its rates, was 
introduced at ea special meeting last 
Tuesday of the city commission council. 
Under the city laws the ordinance can- 


not be finally acted upon until next 
Tuesday. 

Mayor Behrman last Tu@Sday an- 
nounced the receipt of a request from 
the war finance corporation that the 
city grant the public utilities corpora- 
tion permission to increase rates to an 
extent which would make it possible 
for the company to operate at a profit 
instead of a deficit. The war finance 
corporation, it was explained, loaned 
the corporation $1,000,000 with the un- 
derstanding that the city would allow 
it to increase its rates.

Washington, October 6.—Sir Eric 
Geddes, first lord of the British admi- 
ralty and the members of the admiralty 
board, arrived tonight at an Atlantic 
port, and will come to Washington to- 
morrow to confer with government offi- 
cials.

To Offer Peace 


German Ruler Announces 
Purpose to Army and Navy 
But Says He Will Only 
Accept Honorable Peace. 


Berlin, October 6.—(Via Basel, Switz- 

erland.)—Emperor William today is- 
sued a proclamation to the German 
army and navy in which, after an- 
nouncing that the Macedonian front 
had crumbled, he, declared that he had 
decided in accord—with his allies to 
again offer peace to the enemy. 

The text of the emperor's proclama- 
tion reads: 

“For months past the enemy, with 
enormous exertions and almost without 
pause in the fighting, has stormed 
against your lines. In weeks of strug- 
gles, often without repose, you have 
had to persevere and resist a numeric- 
ally far superior enemy. Therein lies 
the greatness of the task which has 
been set for you and which you are 
fulfilling.. Troops of aH the German 
states-are doing their part and are 
heroically defending fhe fatherland on 
foreign soil. Hard is the task. 


“My navy is holding its own against 
the united enemy naval forces and 
is unwaveringly supporting the army 
in its difficult struggle. 


“The eyes of those at home rest with 
pride and admiration on the deeds of 
the army and navy. I express to you 
thanks of myself and the father- 
and. 


“The collapse of the Macedonian 
front has occurred in the midst of the 
hardest struggle. In accord with our 
allies, I have resolved once more to 
offer peace to the enemy, but I will 
only extend my hand for an honorable 
peace. We owe that to the heroes who 
have laid down their lives for the fa- 
therland, and we make that our duty 
to our children, 


“Whether arms will be lowered is a 
question. Until then we must not 
slacken. We must, as hitherto, exert 
all our strength unwearily to hold our 
ground against the onslaught of our 
enemies. 

“The hour is grave, but, trustins in 
your strength and in God's graeious 
help, we feel ourselves to be strong 
enough to defend our beloved father- 
land.

Washington, October 6—From door 
to door, William G. McAdoo trudged in 
the rain today selling Liberty Bonds. 
It was not the secretary of the treas- 
ury, but Mr. ‘McAdoo, citizen, member 
of a canvassing team, who gathered a 
pocketful of signed pledge cards from 
Washington residents, including Presi- 
dent Wilson, a negro maid, a Armenian 
grocer, a score of women war workers, 
a janitor and a millionaire or two. In 
a middle-class neighborhood to which 
his team was assigned, Mr. McAdoo 
got the most subscriptions, and those 


which made him comment, when his 
work was done: 


“It’s a cinch to raise billions when 
folks come across like that. Plenty of 
people have money to lend the gov- 
ernment, just waiting for the oppor- 
tunity.” 

Round Million From Baruch. 

Late in the day, after an hour anda 
half of tramping about,- Mr. McAdoo 
and his warking partners counted up 
the total. They had a little less than 
$1,200,000 in pledges. A round million 
had come from Bernard Baruch, chair- 
man of the war industries board, into 
whose house Mr. McAdoo dropped on 
his way home. One pledge for $20,000 
bore the signature of Woodrow Wil- 
son, payable on a ten months’ install- 
ment plan. Another from Eugene 
Meyer, a member of the capital is- 
sues committee, was for $500,000. 
Most of the remainder was in $50 and 
$100 amounts, subscribed by household- 
ers who, on answering their door bells, 
risplayed amazement to find a tall 
man whom they recognized as the sec- 
retary of the treasury¥. 

Mr. McAdoo’s success 
form. One man who 
frightened, said: 

“I'd like awful well to buy-a bond 
from you, Mister Secretary, but I've al- 
ready promised some one else.”’ 

The solicitor did not press the sale. 

Marietta Thompson, a negro maid at 
a home for war workers, had _ sub- 
scribed, but agreed to buy another $50 
bond if the secretary would take the 
initial payment in “small change.” He 
went:away with a pocket full of quar- 
ters, dimes and nickels.

On leaving 
his home, Mr. McAdoo directed the so- 
licitor’s car to go to the white house.

$10,000, he agreed to buy $20,000 more, 
adding: 

“But I haven’t any money just now. 
You'll shave to take this on the install- 
ment plan.”

TEXT OF NOTE SENT 
BY CHANCELOR MAX 
TO PRESIDENT WILSON 


Amsterdam, October 6.—(By A. 
P.)—The text of the note forward- 


ed by the imperial German chan- 
cellor, Prince Maximilian, to Pres- 
ident Wilson, through the Swiss 
government follows: 

“The German government re- 
quests the president of the United 
States to take in hand the restora- 
tion of peace, acquaint all the bellig- 
erent states of this request and 
invite them to send  plenipoten- 
tiaries for the purpose of opening 
negotiations. 

“It accepts the program set forth 
by the president of the United 
States in his message on January 
8 and in his later pronouncements, 
especially his speech of September 
27, as a basis for peace negotia- 
tions. 

“With a view to avoiding further 
bloodshed, the German _  govern- 
ment requests the immediate con- 
clusion of an armistice on land and 
water and in the air.” 

It is announced that Turkey will 
take a similar step. 


Copenhagen, October 6.—(By A. P.)— 
Prince Maximilian of Baden, the new 
German imperial chancellor, announced 
in the reichstag yesterday that he had 
sent a note through the Swiss govern- 
ment to President Wilson, in which he 
had requested Mr. Wilson to take up 
the question of bringing about peace 
and to communicate with the other 
belligerents regarding the arbject. 


The chancellor told the reitchstag he 
had addressed his note to the president 
of the United States because Mr. Wil- 
son, in his message to congress on

Text of Chancellor’s Address. 


The text of the addres of Prince 
Maximilian of Baden, the new imperial 
chancellor of Germany, oftlining his 
policies to the reichstag yesterday, 
follows: 

“In accordance with fhe imperial de- 
cree of September 30, the German em- 
pire has undergone a basic alteration 
eadership. 

“As successor to Count George F. von 

Hertling, whose services in behalf of 
the fatherland deserve the highest ac- 
knowledgment, I have been summoned 
by the emperor to lead the new govern- 
ment. : 
“In accordance with the govern- 
mental method now introduced, I sub- 
mit to the reichstag, publicly and with- 
out delay, the principles upon which I 
propose to conduct the grave responsi- 
bilities of the office. 

‘These principles were firmly estab- 
lished by the agreement of the feder- 
ated governments and the leaders of 
the majority parties in this honorable 
house before I decided to assume the 
duties of chancellor. They contain, 
therefore, not only my own confession 
of political faith, but that of an over-

Only if the 
people take active part in the broadest 
sense of the word, in deciding their 
destinies; in other* words, if responsi- 
bility also extends to the majority of 
their freely elected political leaders, 
can the leading statesman confidently 
assume his part of the responsibility 
in the service of folk and fatherland. 

“My resolve to do this has been espe- 
cially lightened for me by the fact that 
prominent leaders of the labor class 
have found a way in the new govern- 
ment to the highest offices of the em- 
pire I see therein a sure guarantee 
that the new government will be sup- 
ported by the firm confidence of the 
broad masses of the people, without 
whose true support the whole under- 
taking would be condemned a fallure 
in advance. Hence, what I say today 
I say is not only in my own name and 
those of my official helpers, but in the 
name of the German people. 

“The program of the majority par- 
ties upon which [J take my stand con- 
tains, first, an acceptance of the an- 
swer of the former imperial govern- 
ment to Pope Benedict’s note of Au- 
gust 1, 1916, and an _ unconditional 
acceptance of the reichstag resolution 
of July 19, the same year. It further

I proceeded from this viewpoint and 
have, in making my selections, laid 
greatest weight on the fact that the

will make it possible that in all not 
purely military questions, and hence 
especially as to censorship and right 
of assemblage, the attitude of: the 
civilian executive authorities 
make itself heard and that final de- 
cision shall be placed under the chan- 
cellor’s responsibility.

There were more than 3,000 people in 
the Auditorium when the meeting was 
called to order by Dr. C. B. Wilmer, 
who stated the four moral aims or the 
war: 

First, to win the war: second, the 
making of the world safe for democ- 
racy; first, the establishment of the 
right of nations, and, fourth, the crea- 
tion of a league of nations, by which 
to maintain those rights for all time 
to come. 

In the unavoidable absence of Gov- 
duced Mayor Candler as the chairman 
of the meeting, which was opened by 
prayer by Chaplain Black, of Camp 
Gordon. Following the opening prayer 
the Fourth Replacement regiment band 
played the national anthem. W hile 
the audience was gathering City Organ- 
ist Sheldon played several selections. 

The sentiment expressed by Mr. Gut- 
tery, the first speaker, that-America 
and Great Britain have at last discov- 
ered they were one family, was heartily 
cheered. 

The speaker gave America credit for 


saving the world by entering the war, 
but called attention to the fact that if 
it had not been for that little British 
army of “contemptibles” which died in 
front of the mad rush of Germany’s 
gray-clad legions during September, 
1914, that there would not have been 
any world for America to save. 


Salutes Belgium. ° 

He saluted Belgium for its mapgnifi- 
cent sacrifice for the first ten days of 
the war in holding back the enemy un- 
til unprepared France and unarmed 
England could throw their armies into 
the fight. As an evidence of the undy- 
ing admiration of Americans for little 
Belgium the audience stood, waving 
handkerchiefs and cheering. 

The speaker cited Belgium as an evi- 
dence of a nation’s soul. He told of 
the ittle country, without a capital, 
government in exile, without a capital, 
its people in bondage, but with its 
soul still alive, and waiting to be 
restored to its body, which lies dead 
under the heel of the barbarian. 

Mr. Guttery said that it was the res- 
toration of this country and the other 
little countries which must come before 
there is any peace. The speaker said: 

“When we go into Berlin I want 
to see leading the _ representatives 
of the allies, not the English Tommies, 
for England is big enough to take care 
j; of herself; not the American soldiers, 
|for America is certain of being able 
to take care of herself—I want to see 
in the van, representatives from that 
little but gallant Belgium army, which 
is to be restored to’ its country.” 

Warns Against Optimism. 

Bishop Gore, the next speaker, was 
careful to warn the audience of too 
much optimism. 

Tremendous cheering greeted his as- 

sertion that the present victorious ad- 
vance of the allied armies must not al- 
low a slackening of efforts in the 
| fourth Liberty Loan campaign. 
; "You must raise that loan, and per- 
,; haps others,” said the speaker, “for the 
war is not over, and it must not end 
until Germany is defeated.” 

The speaker said that the invasion of 
Belgium was perhaps the only thing 
that could have given England such 
unity in entering the war, and that it 
was the sinking of the Lusitania that 
unanimous in its de- 
German mili- 


tarism. 

‘One of the moral aims of the war 
is the freeing of the world of such 
national crimes as these,” said the 
speaker. 

After showing that the establishment 
cf right and justice among nations and 
the creation of a league of nations was 
one of the principal aims of the war, 
the speaker said the nations must also 
see that internal rights of individuals 
are maintained. 

Internal Problems. 


The speaker touch on the interna] 
problems of the allied nations, the solv- 
ing of which should be one of the aims 
of the war. ‘He said that labor should 
be given its rights, and England and 
the United States should see thit all 
races ard individuals should have im- 
‘partial justice. 

He said tha the disposition of the 
,colonies won from Germany shoulda be 
:considered in connection with the rights 
‘of all the nations rather than be turn- 
to the nation which has con- 
quered them. 

! Following the addresses of the two 
| distinguished churchmen, which were 
‘listened to attentively and with under- 
| standing, Dr.x5» Wilmer offered a reso- 
{lution ef appreciation, and agreement 
‘with the moral aims as of the war as 
‘set out by them, which was carried by 
'a rising vote.

NOT WHEN, BUT HOW.

THE M’KELLAR-KEATING ACT. 


A united effort is being made by civil 
service employees of the government the 
country over, especially those in the postal 
service, to bring the McKellar-Keating re- 
tirement bill to enactment before the fina) 
adjournment of the present congress. 

This bill, which was introduced last 
June—in the senate by Senator McKellar, 
of Tennessee, and in the house by Repre- 
sentative Keating, of Colorado—in  sub- 
stance provides for the retirement of su- 
perannuated civil service employees on a 
basis of continuous remuneration that will 
enable them to live the balance of their 
lives on the deferred fruits of their service 
to the government during the years of their 
ability to work. Under the plan of the bill 
the civil service pension, or retirement, fund 
will be maintained jointly and in equal 
parts by the government and the active em- 
ployees who later are to be ‘he beneficiaries 
of it. 

There are sundry arguments in favor of 
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age; 
service a class of men and women that

ment would insure more efficient service 


by substituting young and vigotous em- 
ployees for superannuated men; that the 


salaries ordinarily paid by the government 
are not sufficient to enable the.employees 
to live and maintain their families and at 
the same time accumulate a surplus to pro- 
vide against need in old age; that it would 
act as an incentive to retain in the service 
the most competent employees, and not en- 
courage permanency of tenure to incompe- 
tents and disqualified “time servers;’’ that 
it would prevent the present practice of re- 
moving employees whose efficiency and 


usefulness has become impaired by old 
that it would attract to the federal 


would keep its efficiency at a high stand- 
ard, forming, as it would, an inducement 


for employees to make such service their 


life work. : 

It is argued further that the United 
States is the only civilized government that 
has not made provision for the retirement 


of its superannuated employees; and what 


this bill calls for embodies nothing more 
than a policy that has been generally adopt- 
i, private corporations throughout the 
try. 

Private employers universally have found 
its principles to be not ofly fair, just and 
humane, but eminently profitable; and with- 
out doubt they will prove the same if 
adopted’ by the federal government. 

There are no more loyal or faithful 
workers to be found in any branch of in- 
dustry than the civil service employees of 
Uncle Sam have long since proven them- 
selves to be; and the government can not 
well go too far in its desire to accord them 
fair treatment and justice. 

Those two things are all that the Mc- 
Kellar-Keating bill contemplates; and, while 
little time is left to the present congress, it 
is to be hoped for the welfare of the coun- 
try and its faithful public servants that 
some means may be found whereby this 
act can be put through to enactment before 
the session ends. 

It can and will be if the senators and 
representatives are fully alive to their 
whole duty to the men and women who are 
daily giving their best efforts in the civil 
service of their country.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
LECTURE IS GIVEN 
BY W. W. PORTER 


That the healing and redemptive works 
of Christian Science are no longer looked 
upon as strange, mysterious phenomena, was 
the statement made by William W. Porter, 
Cc. S. B., of the First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, Boston, Mass., in a lecture on Christian 
Science, delivered on Sunday afternooh at the 
Forsyth theater. “On the contrary,” contin- 
ued Mr. Porter, ‘‘these works afford proof to 
thoughtful persons that the results in ques- 
tion are neither fragmentary nor haphazard 
in their nature and occurrence; but by reason 
of their magnitude, multiplicity and perma- 
nence, they belong to and are rightly classi- 
fied as the effect of law. 

“When the sick man is healed in Christian 
Science, something has taken place. It can- 
not be said that that which has destroyed a 
condition of discord and sickness and estab- 
lished a condition of health, harmony and 
happiness is nothing. Effect implies cause. 
And this -is the law, my friends, which 
Christian Science declares to you. 

Makes Bible Students. 

“It is a recognized fact that Christian 
Science has made more Bible students than 
any other single cause in ancient or modern 
times. If Mrs. Eddy’s work had consisted 
only in establishing the place and use of the 
Bible in this incomparable manner, she would 
be considerégGd a most remarkable woman, 
indeed, and one to whom humanity should 
render a tribute of love and respect.”’ 

Taking up Christian Science in its relation 
to the world war, the speaker pointed out 
that we are living today in a period of revela- 
tion, the unfolding of Christian Science, which 
reveals man governed by principle, truth 
and good. 

“When the government of the United 
States, as the highest representative of right- 
eous democracy,” he said, ‘is assailed by the 
autocracies of personal control, Christian 
Scientists will be the first to discern what 
is wrong, to uncover and detect the evil men- 
tal forces which are being consciously di- 
rected to overthrow and destroy, and, having 
thus discerned what is wrong, will be found 
defending the principles of righteous govern- 
ment in the manner and place where each is 
best fitted to serve, whether such activities 
are to be expressed in the lives of armed 
conflict, or in the watchtowers of mind, 
guarding that priceless trinity in humanity 
of thought, word and action, governed by 
principle and truth. 

“There is one thing, however, that we 
neec to know in connection with the war. 
and that is that the war will not be ended 
through the heat of hatred. We need to knuw 
that this great nation is not’ sending forth 
its armies of noble young manhood burdened 
with this heat of hatred. And we need to 
know just as clearly that these armies are 


not going into the atmosphere of hatred. a 


True Concept Necessary. ‘ 

“The war will be ended only as there is 
gained the true concept of ‘what is taking 
place in the world today. As it will be seen 
that men are not merely fighting against 
men, nations are not merely fighting against 
nations, but that a truly spiritualized thought 
—-the Christ consciousness—is demanding ex- 
pression in the conduct and affairs of na- 
tions, as well as of men—with the result that 
the evil autocracies of personal control— 
ecclesiastical, political, medical and other- 
wise—seeing a day of reckoning at hand, 
are striving vainly to avoid this time of 
reckoning through the cruel subterfuge of 
war, 

“The battle is not against flesh and blood, 


* but in the language cof St. Paul, is ‘against 


principalities, against powers, against the 


rulers of the darkness of .this world, against 
apiritual wickendness in highplaces.’ ”

Orders on Sugar, Ice, Cotton Seed 
Are Issued by. Food Administration 


Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal food admin- 
istrator for Georgia, Sunday issued a series 
of important orders covering transactions 
in cotton seed, the sale and distribution of 
sugar, non-delivery of: ice on Sunday and 
the distribution of bulk coffee. . 

Co-operating with the state afid federal 
labor bureaus, Dr. Soule directs attention to 
the fact that there is announced by those 
agencies an increasifig shortage of labor in 
the operation of essential industries and, 
therefore, a growing need for further con- 
servation of the man-power of the state. 
Because of this condition, he has ordered 
that wagon delivery of ice on Sunday be 
suspended, effective next Sunday, and that 
platform deliveries ‘be limited to two hours 
in the morning. To meet this condition he 
is calling upon all individual consumers 
of ice in the state to give special attention 
to their iceboxes on Saturday and lay ina 
supply sufficient to carry them over to the 
Monday delivery. 

Cotton Seed Orders. 

He has issued an order, under the cotton 
seed regulations, calling upon every buyer of 
seed in the state, who paid a price prior to 
September 5 below the stabilization figures 
of $68 for wagon seed and $71 for car-lot 
seed, to render to the food administration a 
detail report, which’must pe forwarded to 
the cotton seed division of the Georgia ad- 
ministration not later than Thursday of this 
week. 

Dr. Soule also makes announcement of the 
fact that the allotment of sugar for Georgia 
is one million pounds lower for October than 
for September, and directs close attention 
by retail merchants to the taking of indi- 
vidual pledges in making each sale. ‘Upon 
those pledges the next allotment for the 
retailer will. be computed, and they are, 
therefore, cautioned to carefully preserve 
them. The individual consumer is, likewise, 
asked to continue the practice of full reason- 
able conservation of sugar. 

Under existing conditions, there may be 
necessity for a slight advance in the price 
of bulk roasted coffee, but no such advance 
will be permitted to apply, under Dr. Soule’s 
order, until it has first been approved by 
the food administration. Moreover, there 
will be no advance permitted in package 
roasted coffee, the general purpose being to 
eliminate the unessential fancy package con- 
tainers for all commodities as much as pos- 
sible. In fact, the food administration has 
for some time been advancing the suggestion 
that economy as well as labor conservation 
be practiced by ‘the consuming public not 
calling for fancy package goods where sub- 
stantially the same class of goods is handled 
in. bulk and is just as desirable as that 
carried in unessential fancy containers. 

Cotton Seed Purchases. 

The order covering transactions in cotton 
seed, prior to September 5, in which a less 
price than $68 per ton from the wagon or 
$71 per ton in car-lots was paid, is as fol- 
lows: 

“It is hereby ordered that, on all pur- 
chases of cotton seed made prior to the 
stabilization order, effective September 45, 
at a price lower than the stabilized price of 
$68 per ton for wagon seed or $71 per ton 
in ears, f. 0. b. shipping point, be reported 
in detail to the cotton seed division, federal 
food administration for Georgia, Chamber of 
Commerce building, Atlanta, Ga., not later 
than Thursday, October 10. Such reports 
shall give the name and location of the pro- 
ducer from whom the seed were purchased, 
the price paid for the seed, and the quantity 
purchased. It shall, also, give the price at 
which the buyer sold the seed, to whom they 
were sold and location and the date on which 
the seed were sold. 

“This publication is to be taken as official 
notice by all buyers, agents, mills of what- 
ever kind, and prompt compliance with the 
foregoing will be expected.” 

Ice Deliveries on Sunday. 

The order prohibiting delivery of ice 
from wagons and limiting delivery from plat- 
forms of ice plants or dealers’ storage houses, 
except between the hours of 8 and 10 o’clock 
on Sunday, is as follows: 

“In view of the extreme necessity for the 
conservation of man power in all lines of 


industry, and the apparent increasing scar- 
city of labor among the essential industries 
of the state, as announced by the state labor 
department, it is obvious to the federal food 
administration for Georgia that further rea- 
sonable cO-operation by the public in the 
lines of distribution is a necessity wherever 
such co-operation and conservation may be 
applied. It is, therefore— 

“Ordered that, effective Sunday, October 
13, all manufacturers of and dealers in ice 
shall make no deliveries from wagons, trucks 
or by other commonly employed means of 
local distribution on any Sunday, until fur- 
ther ordered. Provided, that deliveries-may 
be made from the platforms of manufactur- 
ing plants or storage houses of dealers only 
between the hours of 8 and 10 a. m. on Sun- 
day. Provided further, that, in cases of 
extreme emergency, county food administra- 
tors may issue a special permit, on proper 
showing, in individual cases, to cover sick- 
ness only, upon which delivery in such indi- 
vidual rase may be made by the dealer. 

“Ta sideration of the foregoing order, 
the-sSuggestion is made by the federal food 
administration to the consuming public, that, 
while careful attention to the icebox has 
been requested af all times, and that conser- 
vation of ice should be practiced generally, 
especial attention to this should be given 
each Saturday, and on that day a sufficient 
supply should be purchased from the ice 
wagon to carry over until the Monday de- 
livery. A full and complete co-operation in 
compliance with the foregoing by the con- 
suming public will be in accord and keeping 
with the efforts now making by both state 
and federal agencies toward the relief >f 
conditions among industries engaged in 
highly essential operations.” a 

Individual Sugar Pledges. 

An order directing attention to the fact 
that the allotment of sugar for Georgia for 
October is a million pounds less than in 
September, and that the requirement of 
pledges from individual purchasers must be 
taken on each sale, is as follows: 

“Announcement is made to the public 
that. the allotment of sugar for the state 
of Georgia for the month of October is one 
million pounds less than for the month of 
September. This will make necessary a con- 
tinued careful conservation by the individual] 
consumer and, possibly, will necessitate some 
reduction to the retail distributors. All re- 
tail dealers are especially cautioned to care- 
fully take and preserve the individual pledge 
in making each sale, since their next allot- 
ments are to be based on the checking of 
these pledges. There is no reduction in the 
allotment fixed for individual consumption, 
that remaining at the ratio of two pounds 
per month per person. The quantity sales 
to individuals also remain unchanged. That 
is, the individual purchaser is permitted an 
allotment of two pounds per person in the 
family per month, but he may purchase a 
semi-monthly supply at one time. This rulJe 
applies alike to persons in the cities or in 
the country. 

“On account of the reduction in the state 
allotment for October there will be no issue 
of extra allotments to dealers.” 

No Advance on Package Coffee. 

An order permitting, conditionally, an ad- 
vance on the price of bulk roasted coffee, but 
prohibiting any advance on package coffee 
is as follows: 

“While opposed to any general advance in 
the prices of roasted coffee to the consumer, 
the food administration will permit, where 
necessary under existing conditions, an ad- 
vance on roasted bulk coffee sufficient in 
price to insure roasters a profit in cents per 
pound equal to their pre-war profits. Owing 
to the elimination of expensive packages, 
and the consequent saving on this item, ‘t 1s 
assumed that an advance on this item is not 
warranted. 

“Full statements, satisfactory to the food 
administration, will be required, showing 
any advance made on bulk roasted coffee 
does not exceed the pre-war profit, and is 
warranted in each particular case on which 
such an advance igs sought to be applied. 
No such advance in price shall be applied 
until first approved by the food administra- 
tion.”

AMERICANS TAKE 
1 700 PRISONERS 


In the Champagne Drive. 
Many Cannon and Machine 


mans Stoutly Resist. 


With the American Army on the 
Champagne Front, GQetober 6.—(By A. 
P.) — The American troops  operat- 
ing on the Champagne front with the 
French again advanced their lines to- 
day. They captured St. Etienne and 
further acted as a leverage at the right 
of the Champagne offensive, which re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of the Ger- 
man lines on a 28-mile stretch. 

The bulk of the work in the Ameri- 
can operations was done by a division 
which is among the best-known the 
United States has in France and which 
has invariably covered itself with lau- 
rels. All of its advances since the 
“jump-off’ on Wednesday have been 
made not only in the face of most tre- 
mendous opposition, but against a fre- 
quent flanking fire on both wings. 

The advance today was easier than 
that of the previous three days because 
the terrain was far less encumbered 
with powerful enemy pill boxes and 
concrete fortifications. The flanks of 
the Americans were better covered by 
troops who pressed forward fast so as 
to prevent a deadly enfilading, 

1,700 Prisoners Taken. 

This forward movement amounts to 
between four and four and a half miles 
from the starting point. It aids ma- 
terially in completely freejng Rheims 
from the German menace and makes 


the enemy positions north of Rheims 
harder and harder to hold. 


this afternoon 1,700 prisoners, includ- 
ing 48 officers. They took much ma- 
terial, many cannon and machine guns, 
including 75 seized with more than 
200 Germans in one set of nests. 

As the Americans advanced in the 
center the Germans to.the right and 
left of them refused to be dislodged 
and resisted to the utmost. The ene- 
my was able to pour a withering en- 
filading fire upon the attacking forces, 
which was only silenced today when 
the line was completely _ stabilized. 
Before these enfilading difficulties 
were overcome, however, the Ameri- 
cans had pressed still farther forward 
from the heights they had gained and 
occupied positions facing St. Etienne 
and Orfeuil. Strong trenches outside 
of St. Etienne again held them up. 
The French first entered the town by 
a flanking attack, and simultaneously 
the Americans pushing up on to the 
west side. The whole line from the 
extreme right to left was in a position 
to move ahead by noon today. 

Mounds of Captured Material. 

The ground across which the Ameri- 
cans fought is remarkable for its 
strength, and the completeness of their 
victory was attested by mounds and 
heaps of captured material. 

The roads had been.destroyed or torn 
into great gaping holes by mines ex- 
ploded by the retiring Germans. The 
fields ,for miles on either side of the 
main advance were shell-marked, as 
few places in France have been so 
marked, with craters which overlapped 
each other. Munition boxes heaped to 
the size of houses attested the haste of 
the German retreat. Yet in spite of all 
difficulties the American advanced 
steadily and were in a good part re- 
sponsible, so the French told them to- 
day, for being the fulcrum of the lever 
under the German line which tipped it 
up more than twelve kilometers at the 
western end.

GOOD LINE-BUCKING 
DONE BY AMERICANS 


Like Mammoth Football 
Teams Various Sections of 
U. S. Forces Smash For- 
ward Northwest of Ver- 
dun—Fighting Is Heavy. 


* With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, October 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Americans advanc- 
ed slightly at some points today. There 
has been stubborn infantry fighting be- 
tween the Meuse and Ogons wood, and 
further west the machine gun and ar- 
tillery combats have been constant and 
heavy. There was increased artillery 
fire by both sides everywhere along 
the lime. = 

Like mammoth football teams the 
various sections of the American 
forces bucked the line steadily. Re- 
ports sent to the rear by the com- 
manding officers accounted for 
many yards gained by smashing jolts 
delivered 

A summary of the reports reaching 
headquarters indicated the desperate 
character of the fighting. The general 
line was not materially altered, but 
such changes as were made were to 
the advantage of the Americans. There 
was no attempt to make a general ad- 
vance, bug rather to consolidate ‘the 
positions already acquired. 

The operations of the French west 
of the Argonne forest served to make 
more hazardous the positions of the 
Germans, who are finding themselves 
deep in the steadily growing salient 
between the French and the Americans. 

Clearing Woods of Germans. 

On the Americans’ right, near the 
Meuse, the woods and ravines about 
Cunel were cleaned out, and further 
west of Monoy wood, which has been 


the scene of terrible fighting for two 
days, was finally cleared of the enemy. 
The battle from the wood to Petit- 
Bois nearby continued for the greater 
part of the day, but the close of the 
engagement brought a straightening 
out of the line there as at other places. 

The movements of the Americans 
against the woods about Cunel was un- 
dertaken after a terrific artillery prep- 
aration lasting for hours. Shells were

thrown in vast numbers, so, when. the |} 


infantry finally did advance the re- 
sistance encountered was comparative- 
ly feeble. When the fighting was over 
it was discovered that the Germans had 
withdrawn from the lowland between 
Monoy wood and Petit-Bois. 

It developed that the Germans in the 
process of consolidating their positions 
had brought forward machine guns to 
a degree perhaps never previously at- 
tempted by them. At: certain 
of the line they were only five yards 
apart. 

Realizing the necessity of holding 
that part of the line faced by the Amer- 
icans, because giving way there to the 
rear of the Kriemhilde defenses would 
endanger the main lines of communi- 
cations, the Germans have continued to 
reinforce this front. New divisions 
have been brought up and heavy con- 
centrations carried out south of Lan- 
dres;et-St. Georges. 


*Fires Behind German Lines. 


Fires are reported at Brieulles, Dun- 
Sur-Meuse and Aincreville, but it is be- 
lieved that they were started by shells 
falling en ammunition dumps and 
storehouses, rather than that they in- 
dicated the destruction of property pre- 
paratory to a further withdrawal.
